Casein Import Quotas 


Representatives the Department 
Agriculture Washington will lis- 
ten this week the concerted protest 
U.S. importers and consumers 
casein import quotas set for the fiscal 
year July 1952, June 30, 1953. 

Arguing that the quota million
